man who we believed disloyal to this 
country, even if it would have be.m 
necessary to close down our plants.' 


NONE UNDER CONTRACT

nesee, asked if the corporation be- 
fore the war had imported foreign- 
ers under contract. Mr. Gary said H 
had not, but that before the contract 
labor law became effective it was 
possible, but not probable, that for- 
eigners had been Imported. 


"If you have no unionism," Sena- 


tor Kenyon asked, "who is going to 
speak for the men? How can indivi- 
duals without unions present their 
views? ' 


Judge Gary replied that, as has 


been frequently done, individuals or 
committees of workmen could pre- 
sent grievances to foremen, superin- 
tendents, managers or even higher of- 
ficials.

EYE SPECIALIST TOO 


The president was described as ex- 


tremely restless Dr. Grayson insists 
that he remain quiet.

head of the naval medical school, and 
Dr. Dennis of the naval dispensary, 
but they have not.seen the president.

to have some assistance.

ALL DAY STREET FIGHT 


After an all day fight yesterday in 


the streets of laine between white

lities. 


HOW IT STARTED 


The race trouble, as far as can 


be learned here, started with an at- 
tack Tuesday evening upon W. A. 
Adkins, 
a special railroad 
officer, 


Charles Pratt, a deputy sheriff, and a 
negro trusty who had -gone by auto' 
mobile to Elaine to*arrest a suspected 
bootlegger. The officers stopped at 
Hoop Spur, near Elaine, to repair a 
Ur^puncture and were fired upon t>y 
unknown persons. Adkinn fell dead, 
and Deputy Pratt was wounded. The 
negro escaped and called the sheriff's 
office here by telephone and advised 
officials of the affair. 


A posse was Immediately sent to 


Elaine, where It was fired upon, It 
is said, by negroes. The fight, which 
continued all day yesterday, follow- 
ed. Meanwhile the possemen sent ap- 
peals for reinforcements which were 
soon forthcoming. When the situa- 
tion became dangerous," the governor 
was asked to send troops. 


PRISONERS TAKEN 


A large number of negroes were 


taken prisoner by the possee yester- 
day and most of them brought here. 
One white man also was captured. He 
has been identified as U. S. Bratton, 
Jr., of Little, 'Rock, Ark. According

TO START ACTION

city will proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible with the legal questions in- 
volved, the starting of condemna- 
tion proceedings to acquire the site 
for the dam, and then advertise for 
bids. 


Engineer Barnes does not report on 


the legal aspects of the proposition. 
That will be done by Commissioner 
Sackett of the board of public works 
and buildings. At the last meeting 


held In Springfield to consider the 
proposed 
Improvement It was Inti- 


mated that If the board's engineers 
approved the plans the board would 
not place any obstacle In the way of 
the city's water impounding pro- 
gram.

The concrete apron will be In- 


creased in thickness at the toe of the 
dam.

Good beef should be firm and fine- 


grained In texture, and bright red 
in color when fresh.

ihould be dry and crumbly. 


Veal should be pinkish 
In color, 


with the fat firm and white. 


Mutton should be bright pink, and 


or fine-grained texture. 
The fat of 


fresh mutton Is hard and flaky, and 
the bones should be white. 


Poilc should have a clear white 


skin and flesh of pinkish color. 


In buying all meat remember that 


the tender cuts are from those parts 
of the body which has little exercise. 
Such cuts are adapted to broiling and 
roasting. 
Xeck cuts include more 


bones, and the cuts on and near the 
legs are tougher because more mus- 
cular. 


All cheaper cuts of m^at require 


long, slow cooking, for which pur- 
pose the flreiess cooker is ideal. 


In buying beef remember that the 


following cuts are suited to the fol- 
lowing manner of caking- 


1. Neck—use for stew, pot roast.

Are Steel Strike 
Patriots or Bolshevists? 


'•"We are going- to socialize the basic industries of the United States. This is the be- 


ginning of the fight. We are going to have r epresentatives on the board of directors of the 
Steel Corporation,1' declared John Fitzpatrick, Chairman of the Committee of Twenty- 
four, representine; the twcntv-four separate Ajnerican Federation of Labor unions partici- 
pating in the steel strike. T. J. Vind, general organizer of the American Federation of 
Labor in the Chicago district made even a more defiant cry when he declared that "The 
strike won't stop until steel- workers become the lawmakers at Washington." 


While many editorial writers outside the labor press take these and other statements 


of the strike leaders as an indication that they aim at nothing less than industrial revolu- 
tion, The New Majority, of Chicago, organ of the Labor party, counters with a charge of 
"high treason" against Judge Gary, of the United States Steel Corporation, because he 
denied the strikers "their constitutional rights of free speech, press and assemblage," and 
it affirms, "he has set himself and his steel trust up in defiance of the Government and 
Constitution of the United States .as superior to them." 


Concerning the union demand for increased wages the labor leaders admit, according 


to a correspondent of the New York Tribune, that the wages to employees of the steel in- 
dustry have increased about one hundred per cent in the last four years, but "even this 
increase has not sufficed to improve their originally wretched conditions. They tell of 
human beings living like cattle in miserable shacks and 'hovels. The answer of the em- 
ployers to this contention is that with the foreigners in the mill and furnaces the rate of 
pay has nothing to do with the standard of living, as the purpose of this class of laborers 
is not to live well, but to live as poorly as pos sible in order to save as much money as pos- 
sible, usually with the intention of returning to Europe when a certain sized stake has been 
attained." The employers support their contention by pointing to a scale of wages ranging 
from $3.50 to $6.00 a day for unskilled help, a nd from' $7.00 to $80.00 a day for skilled help.
